The buildings within the Penitentie iary wall; with the. eg. 
ception of the one recently - ‘erected, are very much out ‘of re» 
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pair. Many portions of buildings are used for other purposes 


than workshops for prisoners or as cells for their confinement. 
A. portion of one building is at present, and I am informed has 
been used for years, as a' stable, with accommodations for as 
many às forty horses or mules. In this same building there is 
a stationary engine, boiler, 616., in good running order, which, 
I am informed, was originally designed to be used in heating 


. the cells in the main. building. It is now also employed in 


grinding corn for the prisoners and running a cotton gin, The 
warden informs me it does not furnish heat sufficient to warm. 
all the-cells; it probably would, if devoted to heating purposes 
exclusively. The engine and boiler appear to be in good con- 
dition. 

In the main building there are four tiers of cells, ان‎ ር 
in the aggregate to one hundred and seventy-four (17 4) cells. 
One-half of these, or about ninety (90), are-what is usually 
termed dark cells: The others have grated doors. - Each cell 
has an iron bedstead, mattress and two blankets; two-thirds of 
the bedsteads are out of repair and the mattresses are of little 


- or hé value, The upper, or fourth tier of cells, have never been 
‘ completed, and they are much needed, as there are more pris- 


oners confined than there are celle. (See report of number of 
prisoners.) The building lately erected is a good and substan- 
tial building. The basement floor is used as a dining hall and 
place of worship, and i 18 amply sufficient. The second story is 
designed for a hospital, but is not used for that purpose at 
present, because the windows have not as yet been grated, and 
for this reason is ‘considered i insecure. The sewing machines, 
ten: in number, together with the implements and appliances 
for the manufacture of shoes, are rusty from disuse, and not 
worth more than one-third the original value. Two-thirds of 


the tools and implements used in the other shops are of little | 


value, and the other one-third is only in a fair condition. This 
includes one loom and knitting machines. :

wise; neither will you be-permitted to suffer your attention to 
be drawn from your -work, nor to look or gaze at visitors. 
You must.approach and address your keepers in a respectful 
-manner and be brief in all your communieation. - You will not 


— be permitted to leave the place you are put to work, nor the 
' work you are put to do, without permission or order of. the. 


officer under whose-charge.you are placed. . You will not, at 


any time, or under any pretense, be permitted to speak to.any 
one who does not belong to the institution, without the con- 


. sent of your. commanding officer, nor will you be permitted to 
-transmit, or receive any letter, paper, tobacco, or any -other 


thing whatever, without it having been first examined by one 
of the contractors of the institution and permitted by him. 
‘You will be required to execute your work as expeditiously as 
possible, and as faithfully as you have the ability to do it. 
You will not be permitted carelessly . or willingly to injure 
your work, tools, wearing apparel, bedding, or anything be- 
longing or appertaining tothe prison. You will be required 
to. keep yourself, your heds and cells always clean, and never 
mark ‘or deface the cells, or anything pertaining to them. 

No prisoner will be permitted to keep in his possession any 
money, nor transmit or receive any valuable. article, and no 
trafficking or. trading will be permitted among - the prisoners, 

‘nor: between, a. prisoner. and: any other. , person whatever; and 
whenever visitors are present no 0 prisoner will be permitted. to 
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make any reply to their remarks, to address them, or hold any 
communication with them without the consent of their com- 
manding oflicer. 

Each prisoner, at the ringing of the bell in the morning, must 
immediately rise and dress himself, and prepare to march out, 
and when marching, and while at their work, or when in their 
cells, all noise must be avoided. 

Any prisoner who shall fail or refuse to comply with any of 
the foregoing requirements, rules ard regulations;or for any 
boisterous conduct, or violating any of the above named rules 
while attending upon any religious service, or for any plot, or 
for any attempt to escape from prison, shall be punished .in 
such manner as the nature of the case seems to require. - 

The following “will be the modes of punishment. Confine- 
ment in dark, solitary cells, be deprived of usual rations, to he 
fed on bread .and water only, be kept in irons, be deprived of 
books and tobacco or any other privilege or comfort, and | 
punishment with stripes. - T 

Also, sections 7 and 8 of anact passed by the Genra Assem- 
bly on the second day of February, 1867, 1s ለ for the 
information of convicts: 

SECTION 7. Be it further enacted, That every convict who 
shall willfully and maliciously burn, or cause to burn, or 
attempt to burn the said Penitentiary house, or any of ‘the 
buildings therewith connected, shall be deemed guilty of arson, 
and on conviction shall suffer death, and on the trial of such 
convict or convicts for such arson, any of the convicts in said 
Penitentiary shall be a competent witness. 

Suction 8. Be it further enacted, That for the encouragement 
of the prisoners to conduct themselves with industry and 
propriety, it shall be the duty of the Governor, whenever it 
appears from the reports of the contractors or keeper that the 
conduct of a prisonér has been exemplary and” unexceptioned 
for a whole month together, to commute such prisoner’s term 
of imprisonment for any period of time not exceeding two days 
for each and every month that he may have 80 we

day, during the term of my supervision. Saturday afternoons 
aré devoted to washing, shaving and cleaning up. " ' 

The number of escapes have been unusually large, but it 
ከ88 been unavoidable on the part of the superintendent : 

First. Being required to keep each prisoner confined at 
hard labor during his or her term of service, which could not 
be done without the aid of guards, and such as will engage 
in this duty are most generally unreliable, and not trust- 
worthy, and no reasonable amount of money would make them 
discharge their duty in taking care of prisoners. I have been 
untiring in the discharge of my duty in preventing plots and 
escapes. I have never left prison at any night, or of Sundays, 
except when compelled to do so by overwhelming business, 
and, when I have done so, some escapes were sure-to occur. ۱ 

I have dismissed and employed over a hundred guards since 
my connection with the prison, and, out of that number, I 
have only found four or five willing to discharge the duty 
they agreed to perform when I employed them. to guard. 
Another serious difficulty I have had to contend with in.the 
discharge of my duty has been the total indisposition on the 
part of citizens to aid me in the recapture, and to aid in. pre- 
venting escapes. Why this is the case, I am wholly unable to 
account, but it Aas been, nevertheless, too true, in my case. -I 
am aware of an immense prejudice existing in the commu- 
nity against convict labor, but I hoped it did not extend to.a 
general desire to see convicts escape and return. to their old 
haunts, to plunder, rape and murder. - There has been no case 
of escape where I have offered a 1688 reward than twenty-five 
dollars ($25), and, in many cases, I have offered as high as.five 
hundred dollars :($500) for the recapture of convicts, and ‘all 
expenses paid, and even with this inducement 1 can not get 
assistance from the various localities ‘where these : escaped 
prisoners have gone, -. "à
